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7 STARS FIRM 
COMPLYING ON 
STATE ORDER 


The Hercules Alclor Chemical 
Company, against whose Seven 
Stars plant the state Air Pollu­ 
tion Commission issued a 30-day 
order on June 5, is working to 
comply with the order, a com­ 
pany spokesman said today at the 
end of the 30-day grace period. 
Equipment has been designed 
by a chemical engineer to com­ 
ply with the state order and it 
has been purchased with the first 
of six units already delivered. 
Work on installation of that unit 
has been under way for three 
weeks 
bringing 
“virtual 
shut­ 
down” of the plant. 
There was no estimate how 
much time will be required to 
complete compliance by installa­ 
tion of the five other units and a 
seventh condenser required under 
the order. A company spokesman 
said the order requires “a vir­ 
tual rebuilding” of the plant and 
has caused the company real fi­ 
nancial hardship not only because 
of the extra cost but because 
of the loss of productivity at the 
plant and the difficulty of keep­ 
ing employes during the recon­ 
struction period. 
CHARGE DAMAGE 
Inquiry at the Harrisburg of­ 
fice of the Air Pollution Commis­ 
sion indicated that “ if the Air 
Pollution Commissioners are sat­ 
isfied that the company is taking 
steps to comply” punitive action 
under the order may not be 
taken. 
The commission spokesman said 
a letter has been received by 
the commission from 
Hercules 
Alclor presumably announcing the 
firm's intention to comply and in­ 
dicating 
that 
such 
extensive 
changes will require more than 
the 30 days allotted under the 
order. 
The case will be up for review 
at the next meeting of the com­ 
mission on July 28 but the Har­ 
risburg office indicated interim 
action could be taken, if neces- 
aary. Any inspection of the Sev­ 
en Stars plant would be made by 
the office of the district engineer 
of the state Department of Health 
out of Lewistown, the commission 
office said. 
In its findings of fact before 
the June 5 order, the commisison 
ruled that the Seven Stars plant 
in its manufacture of aluminm 
chloride emissions from the plant 
cause “ substantial damage of the 
property of residents of Seven 
Stars as well as physical discom­ 
fort.” The order specified the 
plant changes that had to be 
made.

CONWAY TALKS 
AT N.C. MARKER 
ABOOT CHARGE 


North Carolina advanced far­ 
ther than any of the troops tak­ 
ing part in Pickett’s charge, re­ 
mained the longest, lost more men 
than any other state participat­ 
ing—and was turned back by a 
native of North Carolina, Martin 
R. Conway, National Park histo­ 
rian said Friday evening at the 
service at the North Carolina 
monument marking the conclu­ 
sion of the series of battle an­ 
niversary programs sponsored by 
the Gettysburg Fire Department. 
Conway told the audience that 
the 
Gutzon 
Borglum 
executed 
North Carolina Monument, dedi­ 
cated 35 years ago on July 3, 
1929, at the spot where Friday’s 
program was held: “Not only is 
this monument striking to behold, 
but it so eloquently tells the story 
of war. Here is depicted war with 
its colors, weapons and terrain. 
Here we see men who are angry, 
confident, determined and grim; 
here 
is 
leadership, 
strength, 
counsel, fear to the point of panic, 
and 
the 
inevitable 
blood 
and 
tragedy. Here is depicted man­ 
hood at its finest, engaged in the 
worst destruction of manhood that 
man can devise.” 
N. CAROLINA’S BOAST 
Of the 15,000 Confederates who 
taake part in Pickett’s Charge, 
half were from North Carolina, 
and their advance on the Union 
line led to the North Carolinian 
boast of being “First at Bethel, 
farthest at Gettysburg and last 
at Appomattox.” 
The Confederate charge of July 
3, 1863, was against the Union 
Center, and against Second Corps 
men under command of Brigadier 
General John Gibbon. 
General 
Gibbon, of the Union Army, was 
a native of Charlotte, N. C., and 
from there had received his ap­ 
pointment to West Point. Gibbon’s 
three brotliers had all joined the 
Confederate Army and one of the 
general’s brothers was with the

MARKET VALUE 
OF ADAMS REAL 
ESTATE IS UP 
$8.5 MILLION 


The m arket value of taxable 
real estate in Adams County 
went up more than $8.5 million 
in the last year, according to 
the list of property values is­ 
sued over the weekend by the 
office of M. Francis Coulson, 
Adams 
County 
superintendent 
of schools. 
The m arker value of taxable 
real estate in the county as cer­ 
tified to the county school of­ 
fice on June 30 was $145,984,900. 
The t o t a l a year ago was 
$137,424,300. 
The increase in the assessed 
valuations for the same year 
was $1,921,397 from last year’s 
$32,209,303. 
RATIO UNCHANGED 
Every school district in the 
county showed an increase in 
the m arket value of its real 
estate. In Gettysburg Area there 
was a jump of $1,644,000 and 
Cumberland Twp. showed an in­ 
crease of $1,131,400. The jump 
in Straban Twp. was $457,700. 
Despite changes in 
market 
and assessed valuations in every 
district in the county, the ratio 
of assessed value to m arket 
value remained unchanged for 
the year at 23.4 per cent. The 
county assessor’s office aims at 
ratio of 25 per cent. 
MT. JOY LOW EST 
The lowest ratio is in Mt. Joy 
Twp. where assessed values av­ 
erage only 21.4 per cent of the 
market value. The range is up 
to 25.7 per cent in East Berlin 
borough and in Union Twp. The 
only other district where the 
ratio is above the 25 per cent 
m ark is in Littlestown where 
the average is 25.1 per cent. 
In all other districts, the ratio 
of assessed values to m arket 
values is under 25 per cent but 
above the figure for Mt. Joy 
Twp. Mt. Joy’s figures also were 
lowest a year ago. East Berlin 
was highest a year ago, but its 
percentage dropped one-tenth of 
a per cent.

Lake, near Bellefontaine, Ohio; 
Newport, R.I.; Garnett, Kan.; 
West Yellowstone, Mont., and 
Pleasanton, Calif. 
At Indian Lake, an estimated 
5,000 to 10,000 beer-drinking col­ 
lege youths staged boisterous 
demonstrations Friday and Sat­ 
urday nights. 
“KEG OF DYNAM ITE” 
“ These kids were like a keg of 
dynamite waiting for something 
to set them off,” a sheriff said. 
More than 50 young men were 
arrested on the two nights. Tear 
gas was used to quell the riot­ 
ing. 
Authorities said firecrackers

“ when all efforts at negotiation 
have failed.” 
Ellis said the church has fall­ 
en down on the job of dealing 
with racial problems because 
“ local churches tend to be more 
like social clubs than churches 
and because of the middle-class 
outlook and behavior patterns.” 
"NOT TOO LATE" 
But Ellis said it is not too 
late for the churches to make a 
contribution in the struggle for 
racial justice. 
“ F irst,” 
he 
s a i d , 
“ t h e 
churches must open up the doors 
of local congregations, the sem­ 
inaries, the colleges and the 
puplits to all Christians. 
“Second, we should issue a 
call to our laymen and laywomen 
in every community to go forth 
as servants of God and become 
involved in the community.” 
Ellis is a 
member of the 
church’s Board of Social Minis­ 
try. 
The board reportedly is con­ 
sidering revising its statement on 
racial m atters in line with the 
recently signed Civil R i g h t s 
Law before submitting it to the 
some 700 convention delegates. 
The convention also is expect­ 
ed to consider a statement on 
birth control and other family 
m atters.

that he was overly confident and

TACTICS OUTMODED 
“Another reason for Lee s fail­ 
ure was the general inability of 
man to adjust 
to changes 
in 
technology and advancements of 
science. The weapons of the Civil 
War were far in advance of the 
tactics of the time. The tactics 
used, of marching to the attack 
as if on parade, had been used 
for hundreds of years against 
weapons that were not dangerous 
at any distance. But by Gettys­ 
burg there were breech loading 
and repeater rifles, and there 
was rifling in the barrels of mus­ 
kets and cannon alike, resulting 
in greater accuracy. But still the 
same infantry tactics prevailed.”

15,000 Confederates who partici­ 
pated in Pickett’s Charge were 
not repulsed by the overpowering 
might of the 97,000 Union soldiers 
present at Gettysburg.

ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


First Anniversary: The first 
anniversary of the Battle of Get­ 
tysburg was celebrated July 4, 
being also the Anniversary of 
our National Independence, with 
a spirit and display worthy of 
the occasion. The morning was 
ushered in with the ringing of 
all the bells on the public build­ 
ings of the Borough, and firing 
of cannon on Cemetery Hill, be­ 
sides the usual performances 
of "Young America.” The citi­ 
zens of the County soon began 
to come into town from every 
section, and also large numbers 
of strangers from other Coun­ 
ties — so that when the hour 
of 9 o’clock had arrived for 
forming the procession, a large 
number of people had collected 
in the town The procession was 
then formed according to the 
published program and proceed* 
cd to Culp’s Hill, 
along the 
breastworks thrown up by our 
Army one year ago. On arriving 
at 
the 
ground, 
David 
Wills, 
Esq., called the meeting to or­ 
der, and announced that the 
Committee of Arrangements had 
invited his Excellency A. G. 
Curtain, Governor of Pennsyl­ 
vania, to be present and pre­ 
side 
and 
make 
the 
opening 
speech at this First Anniver­ 
sary; 
and that the Governor 
had accepted the invitation and 
left Harrisburg on Saturday aft­ 
ernoon 
and 
c a m e 
to 
York 
Springs; that late on Sunday 
night 
a 
messenger 
was 
des­ 
patched from Carlisle to him with 
a telegram that the Rebels were 
threatening an invasion of Cum­ 
berland Valley; and that the 
Governor, very properly, and 
with 
commendable 
vigilance 
started back to Harrisburg, to 
be at his post ready for any 
emergency that might arise It 
was a disappointment to many 
that 
the 
Governor 
was 
thus 
necessitated to be absent. After 
a most impressive prayer by 
Rev. & I- Baugher, D D., the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence 
was read by Dr. Charles Hor­ 
ned This was followed by an ex­ 
cellent Oration by Rev. J. R. 
W arner. 
He 
entertained 
the 
large audience for more than 
an hour; and the close attention 
given to him during the delivery, 
showed that his hearers fully 
appreciated his brilliant deliv­ 
ery. The several parts of the 
exercises were interspersed with 
fine vocal music by a select 
choir from Gettysburg and also 
with instrumental music by the 
Chambersburg Band —- both of 
which acquitted themselves with 
credit. After these exercises the 
people were invited to a table 
near by to partake of a dinner 
prepared by the Committee of 
Arrangement. After the dinner, 
the crowd formed into groups 
throughout the woods and spent 
the rest of the day socially. 
Nothing occurred to m ar the 
pleasures of the celebration, but 
much anxiety was manifested 
on account of the rum ors of the 
approach of the Rebels.

assassin. He lingered 80 days 
and died Sept. 19 
The question raised by his 
long illness—how does a vice 
president take over from a dis­ 
abled president and

termines disability?—has never 
been answered by act of Con­ 
gress or constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
LIKELY WONT ACT 
An attempt to answer it, and 
change the line of succession to 
the presidency, is pending in 
this Congress in the form of a 
constitutional amendment. Odds 
are Congress will quit for 1964 
without acting. 
Garfield was so plagued by 
people wanting government jobs 
that after two months in office 
he said: “ It will cost me some 
struggle to keep from despising 
the office-seeker.”

On 
assassination day Guiteau wrote 
a note saying his act was .

In his 80 days of dying Gar­ 
field performed only one offi 
cial act: He signed extradition 
papers in a forgery case. Part 
of the time he was unconscious. 
Vice President Chester A. Ar­ 
thur never took over until Gar­ 
field died. 
UNCERTAINTY, INACTION 
Some Cabinet members had 
wanted him to but were deterred 
by fear that Garfield could nev­ 
er resume the presidency, if he 
recovered, once Arthur had act­ 
ed as president. There was sim­ 
ilar uncertainty and inaction in 
President Wilson’s illness. 
During Garfield’s illness there 
was a foreign crisis. And the 
machinery of government be­ 
gan to creak. But those were 
horse-and-buggy 
days. 
The 
country was safe from instant 
disaster because it was remote 
from any major foe. 
It could hope to .survive long­ 
er without a man in the White 
House than in this time of in­ 
tercontinental missiles when a 
split-second decision by a chief 
executive could mean the differ­ 
ence between survival and dis­ 
aster. 


UNANSW ERED QUESTIONS 
In the 83 years since Gar­ 
field. 
Congress 
has 
still 
not 
tackled the disability problem. 
On 
this 
the Constitution 
has 
been unchanged from the be­ 
ginning and has always been 
hazy: 
If a president dies, resigns, or 
is unable to discharge the duties 
of his office. “ The same shall 
devolve on the vice president.” 
But it doesn’t say who decides 
a president is too disabled to 
function. 
Nor does it answer: If a vice 
president takes over the duties 
of a disabled president, can the 
latter resume office if he recov­ 
ers? And who shall say he has I 


recovered? 
President Johnson, lacking a 
clear • cut legal answer, has 
worked out an arrangement on 
this with House Speaker John 
McCormack, next in line to sue 
ceed him. Presidents Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and John F. Ken­ 
nedy did the same with their 
vice presidents. 
CONGRESS HAS ACTED 
Congress has stepped in three 
times to meet another problem: 
Who succeeds to the presidency 
if the president dies and there’s 
no vice president. Eight times 
in American history, when a 
president died, a vice president 
succeeded him, leaving the vice 
presidency 
empty. 
Congress 
passed these three laws: 
1793—The Senate’s president 
pro tempore (a senator) and 
then the speaker of the House 
would be next in line of suc­ 
cession. 1886—The members of 
the Cabinet, starting with sec­ 
retary of state. 1947—The speak­ 
er of the House and then the 
Senate’s president pro tempore. 
The 1947 act still stands. 
The constitutional amendment 
now hung up in Congress would 
wipe out the 1947 act and pro­ 
vide for the twin problems of 
succession and disability.

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Largest Collection Of 
Civil War Relics Had 
Its Origin 101 Yrs. Ago 


A Confederate rifle, picked up 
101 years ago Saturday, was the 
start of one of the largest private 
collections of Civil War relics in 
the country. 
John Rosensteel, a boy of 13, 
who lived with his mother near 
Wolf's Hill, took the rifle from 
the lap of a dead soldier he found 
propped 
against 
a 
tree 
near 
Spangler’s Spring the day after 
the battle ended, July 4, 1863, and 
within the next few days a sub- 
stantial 
number 
of 
uniforms, 
dishes, guns, shells and persona! 
effects of Union and Confederate 
soldiers had been collected. 
The Battlefield still yields an 
occasional relic, and George D. 
Rosensteel, 80, a nephew of John 
Rosensteel, has added the collec­ 
tions of more than a dozen local 
families to his own at the Nation­ 
al Museum across the Taneytown 
Rd., from the National Cemetery 
entrance. When he was a boy he 
used to accompany his Uncle John 
on walking tours of the Battle­ 
field to seek additional relics of 
the war, and by the time he had 
reached his teens, George Rosen- 
steel had an impressive collec­ 
tion of his own. 


MUSEUM IN 1921 
He opened his first museum in 
1921—a small square building at 
the present site and, as he ob­ 
tained other recollections, he ex­ 
panded the building to accommo­ 
date the displays. In the past 43 
years the present building has 
been expanded 14 times. 
“ I have enough other things to 
furnish three more museums.’’ he 
said. The other materials are 
stored in various places. 
A number of years ago Larry 
Eckert, who is married to the 
former Miss Angela Rosensteel, 
began the laborious task of cata­ 
loguing 
the 
entire 
Rosensteel 
collection. 
He 
discovered 
that 
there are more than 5.000 guns 
and pistols and more than 1.000 
swords. He says he cannot pos­ 
sibly inventory the shells and 
other small items. 
Not all of the private collec­ 
tions came from local families, 
Mr. Rosensteel points out. "Some 
came from families who had col­ 
lections from other battle areas, 
but all are concerned with events 
of the Civil War.” 
Among these displays are in­ 
cluded Jeff Davis’ desk, a table 
on which Andrew Jackson was 
laid for the 
operation to ampu­ 
tate his injured arm. May 2, 1863, 
and General Meade’s ’field desk.’ 
One of the prise items in the Ros­ 
ensteel 
collection 
is 
a 
36-lb. 
spoilsman’s gun with seven lenses 


a 54-caliber and, according to 
Mr. Rosensteel. wa,, the Confed- 
eiate sharpshooter’s own 
rifle. 
There also is a saddle cover which 
Lincoln used on the ride from 
the Will's House to the cemetery 
Nov. 19.

Krauth. at the president’s house 
at the Lutheran Seminary'. Furni­ 
ture from Meade’s Headquarters 
also is displayed at the museum. 
Mr. Rosensteel says that "many 
of the collections were offered to 
me by local families after they 
were convinced that they would 
become part of a large display 
and would not be sold.”

Some of her handwork goes 
to her own tribe, the Winnetka* 
gos in Nebraska, but she sews 
for other clans, too. 
WOODEN MASKS 
One of the more unusual arts 
to be dem onstrated will be hand 
carving of wooden masks. False 
faces — made from basswood, 
painted red or black and trimmed 
with 
horsehair — played 
an 
im portant part in the life of a 
"Longhouse I n d i a n." These 
masks represent the Hadoheh 
who, legend tells us, lived on the 
earth before it became so popu­ 
lated with man. During certain 
Indian ceremonies, it is believed 
that the w earer of the mask 
possess powers of healing for 
which the Hadoheh were noted. 
The Longhouse Indian holds 
the same respect for the proper­ 
ly carved and consecrated wood­ 
en masks as mem bers of other 
religious hold for the robes and 
accessories worn and used in 
their ceremonies. 
The colorful Indian corn which 
will be featured is only one of 
more than 200 varieties of corn 
once known to the American 
Indian. Corn played an impor­ 
tant part in the life and culture 
of the early American. To dem ­ 
onstrate this the Indians will 
make corn soup, once a staple 
food of the Indian and still a 
favorite. The soup will be pre­ 
pared by Onondaga and Winne­ 
bago cooks. 
CHIEF JOHN BIG TREE 
Among the other Indian cele­ 
brities who have said they will 
be here is John Big Tree, a 
Seneca chief who posed in 1912, 
along with a Sioux chief and a 
Cheyenne chief, for the portrait 
many believe was used on the 
Indian head nickel. This nickel 
was made from 1913 to 1938. 
Although now a very old man, 
Chief John Big Tree still makes 
bows and ‘arrows and gardens 
around the l i t t l e farmhouse 
where he and his wife live on 
the Onondaga reservation. He 
will dem onstrate the making of 
bows and arrows at the inter­ 
tribal celebration.

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Author Of ’ Pacific War 
Diary'' Is Garbage Man

BOSTON (AP) — Jam es J. 
Fahey turns down invitations 
to literary teas on Beacon Hill 
and cocktail parties at Boston’s 
Ritz because he’s too busy at 
his job as a garbage man. 
The 
invitations 
started 
to 
come in when Houghton Mifflin 
Co. published Fahey’s “ Pacific 
War Diary. 1942-1945,” a year 
ago this month. 
The invitations increased with 
news the fifth printing is near­ 
ly sold out and a sixth printing 
is planned. 
"LITERARY FREAK" 
Still. Fahey says “ I’m not an 
author. I’ve been 
a 
garbage 
man for the City of Waltham 
for 14 years. I still drive a gar­ 
bage truck and, I guess I al­ 
ways will until I retire with my 
civil service pension. 
“ I’m not a writer, never was, 
never will be. The book was a 
literary freak.” 
Admirals, 
naval 
historians 
and literary critics praised the 
book as a touching sailor’s-eye 
view of the war from the Solo­ 
mons through the Marianas and 
Philippines 
campaigns 
to 
Japan. 
BACHELOR AND ORPHAN 
A bachelor of 45. who was 
orphaned when he was 3, Fahey 
still lives with his sister, her 
husband and their three chil­ 
dren in suburban Waltham, IO 
miles west of Boston. 
His bedroom measures 10x8 
feet—“ and because I’m such a 
great collector there’s hardly 
room to turn around in there,” 
Fahey says. “ I guess I save ev­ 
erything but money.” 
Money Fahey collects from 
the sale of his book goes to 
charity, he reports. Royalties to 
date 
are 
estimated 
at 
some 
$15,000. 
WRITES OFF KNEE 
His first royally check went 
to a Presbyterian minister in 
Waltham, the Rev. Wyeth Wil­ 
lard. to help him in his church 
work. 
Money now goes to a Roman 
Catholic priest, Father K. S. 
Michael, in the village of Met* 
tupatti in Dindigul, South India, 
to build a church that will seat 
more than 2.000. 
Fahey lives on his pay as a 
garbage man—a take-home in­ 
come of less than $90 a week. 
Fahey owns neither a type­ 
writer nor a desk. He writes off 
his knee. 
IN BOX IS YEARS 
He wrote his diary surrepti­ 
tiously on board the light cruiser 
Montpelier. Because it was ille­ 
gal to keep wartime diaries— 
lest they fall into enemy hands 
—Fahey wrote on scraps of pa­ 
per and. when the brass was 
around hid the notes inside his 
ahirt. 
“ I just put down things I 
wanted to rem em ber later in 
my life. I had no intention of 
writing a book.” he says. 
For 15 years the notes re­ 
mained in a box under his bed. 
When he read a book by Joseph 
Bryan III on the life of Adm. 
William (Bull) Halsey, he got 
the idea his diary, too, might 
be published. 
GARBAGE MAN OF YEAR 
Fifteen 
publishers 
turned 
down 
the 
manuscript. 
Fahey 
wrote to naval historian Samuel 
Eliot 
M orison 
who 
invited 


Fahey to his home in Boston. 
After reading the diary, he rec­ 
ommended it to his own publish­ 
er. 
While he doesn’t go to liter­ 
ary teas or cocktails, the non­ 
smoking, nondrinking Fahey is 
looking forward one one party 
later this month. 
He’s going to New York to 
receive 
a 
special 
award 
as 
"Garbage Man of the Year.” 
The award will be made by 
the 
Refuse Removal Journal, 
which 
calls 
itself 
a 
national 
magazine for the sanitation in­ 
dustry.

WASHINGTON (AP) — While 
Republicans scramble 
around, 
seeking issues and tormenting 
themselves in their fight over a 
nominee, President Johnson is 
quietly building 
a 
record 
to 
wrap around their necks. 
He isn’t saying much about it 
now and probably won’t say a 
word until after the Democratic 
convention nominates him late 
in August and the presidential 
campaign begins. 
Then when the Republicans 
begin heckling him with charges 
of inadequacies and deficiencies 
he can hit them with his record. 
By then it should be very good, 
at least on domestic legislation 
and his success with Congress. 
STRONGEST IN CENTURY 
The latest part of the record 
was added Thursday night as he 
signed the new civil rights law, 
the strongest in almost a cen­ 
tury. 
The Republicans, as he said, 
voted for it overwhelmingly, too. 
But the passage of this strong 
measure is one more example 
of how Congress has responded 
to his requests to give him what 
he wants as he wants it. 
The biggest previous example 
was the SII .5-billion tax-cut bill 
passed earlier this year. It was 
the biggest tax cut in history. 
There have been some other 
examples. 
ENJOYS ADVANTAGES 
And there are more to come. 
Since he has no opposition for 
the Democratic nomination he 
can spend his time working in 
the presidency and on Congress 
until next month’s convention in 
Atlantic City. 
This is an advantage the Re­ 
publican nominee can’t enjoy, 
whoever he turns out to be. Ile 
won’t have a White House rec­ 
ord to point to and he and his 
party will have to think up fault 
to find as they go along. 
And at this moment the Re­ 
publicans 
themselves 
do 
not 
seem 
to 
know 
whether 
their 
party will be split wide open by 
their very act of picking a can­ 
didate to put up against John­ 
son. They meet July 13 in San 
MASTER ARM TWISTER 
Francisco. 
In person or on the telephone, 
Johnson, who was in Congress 
23 years himself, is a m aster at 
twisting the arms and bending 
the ears of the members of 
House and Senate to get what 
he wants. Those around him 
say he never stops. 
What he wants is the maxi­ 
mum legislation, which will re­ 
quire congress to come back 
after the 
Republican 
conven­ 
tion and work perhaps right up 
to the time the Democratic con­ 
vention starts. 
He isn’t always successful in 
getting what he wants. 
BLOCKED BY CHAIRMAN 
For instance, his program of 
medical care for the aged looks 
just as doomed this year as it 
did all through President Ken­ 
nedy’s administration. Johnson 
can’t even get it out of the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee to a floor vote. 
The chairm an. Rep. Wilbur 
Mills, Arkansas Democrat, is 
blocking Johnson on this just as 
he did Kennedy. 
The President's most colorful 
success so far, perhaps his most 
impressive one, has been the 
foreign aid program which for 
years has always been cut far 
below the figure the President 
asked. Johnson asked $3.5 bil­ 
lion. 
SOME MAGIC 
Always the biggest foreign aid 
ax-man 
has 
been 
Rep. 
Otto 
Passman, Louisiana Democrat. 
For instance, last year Kennedy 
a>ked for $4.5 billion and got 
only $3 billion when Passman 
and others were through. 
This year, by some magic, the 
spellbound 
Passm an 
was 
left 
immobilized and steaming when 
the House voted to let Johnson 
have $3.3 billion, or only $200 
million less than he requested.

SAIGON DATA 
WILL CHANGE 
UNDER TAYLOR 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor’s assumption 
of U.S. leadership in South Viet 
Nam may bring more accurate- 
and perhaps more balanced— 
information to Washington on 
the course of the war. 
Reliable assessments from the 
field are imperative if the gov­ 
ernment is to be guided proper­ 
ly in its decisions on the con­ 
duct of U.S. efforts to help the 
South 
Vietnamese 
overcome 
Communist rebellion. 
Certain 
key 
American 
of­ 
ficials here have been skeptical 
about the estimates and reports 
sent in from South Viet Nam. 
This is not to suggest they 
have felt U.S. military and dip­ 
lomatic 
authorities 
in 
Saigon 
have tried to delude the White 
House, State Department and 
the Defense Department. 
QUESTION SOURCES 
But 
some 
Washington 
offi­ 
cials have doubts about the way 
the information is gathered, the 
sources, 
and 
the 
judgments 
made on the basis of this in­ 
formation. 
They 
acknowledge that ac­ 
curate assessments are difficult 
in a war characterized by hun­ 
dreds of small unit actions and 
a country whose peasant popu­ 
lation 
is 
widely 
scattered 
through jungle, mountain and 
swantpy delta. 
It is known that Taylor, now 
on his way to take over as U.S. 
ambassador in South Viet Nam. 
intends to look very hard at the 
sources of information. 
It is known, too, that Taylor 
believes the views of all observ­ 
ers should be reflected in the 
reports 
to 
Washington. 
This 
would give Washington the ben­ 
efit of varying viewpoints from 
both soldiers and civilians on 
the scene. 
The four-star general, who re­ 
tired as chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to take over 
leadership of the entire U.S. ef­ 
fort in Viet Nam. expects to re­ 
turn to Washington about once 
every three months to report di­ 
rectly to President Johnson and 
other top policy makers. 
But. it is known, he has no 
intention of looking over the 
shoulder of Gen. 
William C. 
Westmoreland, 
the 
U.S. 
mili­ 
tary commander in South Viet 
Nam. 
Taylor’s job, as he sees it, is 
to pull together the entire U.S. 
civilian and military program 
into one effective package.
